Cotton Spinning 
Sets New Record 
For Last Month 


Washington, April -21. — Cotton 
Spinning set a new record in March 
Leaching more than nine and one-half 
billion active spindle hours, the cen- 
sus bureau's monthly report today 
showed. In cotton growing states 
‘spinning exveeded five billion active 
spindle hours for the first time. 

Active spindle hours for March for 
the entire country totaled 9,531,002,- 
Jol for an average of 255 hours for 
each spindle in place, compared with 
S.440,376,685 or an average of 227 
hours per spindle in February this 
year and %,(60,741,174 or an aver- 
age of 211 in March last year. 

Spinning spindles in place March 
ol numbered 87,308,713 of which 35,- 
000,518 were operated at some time 
during the month, compared with 37,- 
276,402 in place February 28 and 335,- 
507,707 operated at some time during 
February and 036,857,877 in place 
March 31 last year and 31,872,842 
| operated at some time during the 
month, 

The average number of spindles op-

The 
Germans know that if France and 
Belgium are able to maintain their 
position in the Rubr until terms of 
settlement are offered and then to in- 
corporate {in those terms provision 
for occupation pending performance, 
then the power to resist passes auto- 
matically from their hands. 

You can put the thing a little dif- 
ferently by saying that after the 
armistice and in the making of the 
treaty of Versailles, the conquerors of 
Germany made the profound mistake 
of taking the wrong thing as a guar- 
antee of German fulfillment. They 
took the left bank of the Rhine, that 
is, they provided for its occupatian 
pending Gorans fulfillment. But the 
left bank was not vital to German 
existence and,therefore Germany went 
ahead and waded and escaped r- 
formance, since with the Ruhr w rk- 
ing she was still able to live. 

The mistake was soon obvious to 
all and the French pretty quickly 
began to prepare for some action 
remedying the error, provided 4rer- 
many failed to keep her pledges. For 
nearly four years, for three full 
years, anyway, the French have been 
looking forward to occupying the 
Ruhr as the only means of enfore- 
ing German performance. And in 
this time the Germans have been evad- 
ing performance, because with the 
Ruhr they were industrially free and 
because they relied upon the British 
and the Americans to prevent the 
occupation of the Rubr. 

The Ruhr campaign was the cul- 
mination of a war of three years’ du- 
ration made by the French to enforce 
and the Germans to escape the terms 
of the treaty of Versailles. Every- 
thing turned upon the possession of 
the Ruhr. and German defeat and 
French victory: were bound to come 
if the French were ever able to take 
and hold the Ruhr. It was always 
clear that the British would oppose 
such French action for a variety of 
reasons and all depended. upon two 


things, the attitude of Belgium and | 


of Italy and the extent to which 


Britain was ready to act against her 
French ally. 

Blundering British action at Lor 
don and in Paris, in December and 
January, drove the Belgians into the 
arms of the French, while the arrival 
of Mussolini broke the spell which 
British diplomacy had _ cast over 
Rome. In the opening days of the 
present year Britain was _ isolated. 
Italy and Belgium voted with France 
in the reparations commission, thus 
giving France the legal warrant to 
act. Belgium agreed to march with 
France and Italy indicated moral ap- 
proval. Isolated, the British could 
not act save by force and the French 
very well knew that British public 
opinion would not risk even the talk 
of war with France to save Ger- 
many. 

The conference of Paris in January 
was one of the decisive events in post- 
war history. French diplomacy never 
in recént years has shone more bril- 
liantly than in the fashion in whicb 
it prepared the situation. For once 
the British representatives were com- 
pletely outgeneralled and before they 
could recover from the consequences 
of their mistakes, the French and Bel- 
gians were in the Ruhr and the Ital- 
jans were committed to moral appro- 
val of the step. 

Today the situation is simple, not 
alluring. Some time the Germans 
must surrender. That goes without 
saving, unless they choose to die by 
strangulation, because there does not 
with the existing conditions. When 
they surrender, then beyond all ques- 
tion Britain and Italy will be asked 
to sit with France and Belgium in 
the discussion and fixation of the 
terms of final adjustment. But 
neither Italy nor Britain will be in 
a position to insist that in advance 
of German fulfillment there shall be 
French and Belgian evacuation. 

Occupation may mean many things 
the retention of large armed force, 
or the withdrawal of most of the 
troops to the left bank, where they 
will be ready to return if necessary, 
and the installation of a civilian con- 
trol supported by a minimum of 
troops. But the distinction between 


‘the two is more apparent than real. 
What is vital is that the French and 
the Belgians will retain actual and 
unmistakable power over the Ruhr 
and thus over the whole German in- 
dustrial machine. 

If Germany, when new conditions 
of settlement have been framed and 
accepted, makes an honest effort to 
fulfill them, it will still be possible 
to exercise some influence upon 
Franco-Belgian occupation. Even if 
you assume, as I do not, that it is 
the destruction of Germany, not pay- 
ment. that France is aiming at, cer- 
tainly no one believes that Belgium 
seeks such an objective or could _be 
persuaded or coerced into associating 
herself with such an enterprise. The 
presence of Belgium beside France is 
rather, a guarantee against violence 
and a promise of justice. 


Moral Advantage 
For France 

On the other hand, it is a moral 
advantage for France of incalculable 
extent. Actually what France has 
bad of Belgian help in 1923 is al- 
most as valuable as what she had in 
1914. It is the voice of Theunis, not 
of Poincare, which actually compels 
attention. It is the declaration of 
Theunis that Belzium will stand with 
France committed to a policy of ulti- 
mate evacuation, but evacuation pro 
portioned to German _ performance, 
which almost certainly demolishes the 
last chanee that nfere German sur- 
render and acceptance of new ferins 
will bring the Rubr occupation to an 


end. 
if only the allies had been wise 


as it Was and insist upon the oecupa- 
tion of the Rubr as well as the Rhine- 
land, pending German payment, then 
it would have been next to impossible 
for Germany to organize her .cam- 
paign of resistance and the allies now 
would have all been in the Ruhr to- 
gether, instead of separated by the 
Rbine. 


Fortunately or unfortunately this 
blunder bas been repaired after four

discouraging years. st 1s still pos 
sible that this occupation, terribly 
late as it is, may serve to bring Ger- 
many to a realization of the facts. Tf 
it fails, as it has so far failed, then 
no one can even care to forecast the 
immediate future of Europe. 


From the beginning to the end of 
the four years of struggle the Rubr 
has been the strategic key to the Ger- 
man position. If the French could 
seize it and make good their position. 
then Germany was beaten and had to 
comply with the conquerors’ terms, 
however severe. To imagine that the 
French. now reinforced by the Bel- 
gians. will abandon this key position. 
which bas cost them so much to 
take. save as the purpose which pro- 


'voked the struggle is achieved, seems 
l to me arrant nonsense. 


And the significant thing, the most 
significant circumst... -e in recent 
days. seems to me the announcement 


‘of a Franco-Belgian policy of occupa- 


tion pending German surrender and 
evacuation proportioned to German 
payment. Diseussion of the actual 
terms of settlement are by contrast 
insignificant. A very wide latitude 
of concession and compromise may 
be found here. both as tween r- 
many and France and as between the 
French and the Britsib. 

But when the new terms are ratified 
France. with Belgium, will retain the 
power to enforce, something she never 
bad under the treaty of Versailles and 
Germany will he deprived of the 
chance to evade. which has explained 
all of her policy un to date. French 
experiences in the Rubr, the very clar- 
ity of French victory. may exercise 
a moderating influence upon French 
Statesmen, actual claims may and 
probably will be enormously reduced. 
but what is now promised must be 
paid. And the power to resist has 
passed from the Germans. So, after 
all. the occupation of the Ruhr, more 
than four years after the armistice 
of Rethondes. may turn out the fea 
date of the beginning of the end of 
the world war, aS in any event It 
must be an important date in modern 
history.

OWN in the rich farming belt of Southern I!linois 
lives Mrs. Mary Alice Larrison, about 40 miles 
from Terre Haute, who one day wrote a letter

The back yard was full of chickens, and out on 
the pasture I saw upwards of 100 hogs. Some dozen 
‘or more big porkers were enclosed in a barnyard lot 
for special feeding. They were enormous. I saw 
several pens of yellow corn that was to be fed to the 
hogs, and there-was scarcely an ear that looked less 
than a foot in length. They also had large stores of 
potatoes and apples, cord after cord of furnace wood, 
a room full of books and a newspaper every 
day—why should they worry that it was winter, 
snowing, and twelve miles from town!

THE COMPOSER. 


AETANO DONIZETTI was a musi- 

cian of great gifts and a man of 
more than ordinary mentality. 
iis grand operas, while having 
the conventignal defects of their 
school and period, nevertheless 
have also the beautiful melodic 
line, the lyrical emotion, and in their high- 
est estate, the divine grace and trans- 
Parency of true Italian art. 


He was born in Bergamo, a little town 
in northern Italy, November 29, 1797.

IE notable success that came to 
Giacomo Puccini, composer of 
“La Tosca,” ‘Madam Butterfly” 
and other of the most popular 
Operas of the present day, came 
as the result of many failures. 

Puccini was born at Lucca, 
1858, and was a disappointment 
to every One. He failed in school. He 
failed when an uncle tried to make a singer 
of him. Even ‘Madam Butterfly,” one of 
the most highly favored of all his operas, 
failed at its initial performance. 

However, Puccini had two things in his 
favor; a_bulldog tenacity of purpose, and 
a mother who believed in him.

Rodolph’s romantic solo from 
the first act, the “Che gelida Manina” 
(Your Tiny Hand), continuing into the 
“Sono un Poeto”’ (1 Am a Poet), is a glo- 
rious melody of youth and love, a true 
lineal descendant, in its long, rapturous 
phrases, of the melodies of Italian coms 
posers of an early period. There are other 
lovely arias, principally the “Mi chjamano 
Mimi”? (Mimi They Call Me), and the “O 
Soave fanciulla’ (OQ Charming Maiden), a 
beautiful and melodious duet, sung by 
Mimi and Rodolph in a moment of exquis 
site poetry at the conclusion of the first 
act. 

Puccini’s next opera was the tragic and 
realistic ‘La Tosca.” His music empha- 
sizes the force and terror of the drama, 
Critics have marveled at the effectiveness 
of this music for the theater. The libretto 
of ‘Tosca,’ based on the drama which 
Sardou wrote for the late Sarah Bernhardt, 
is by Luigi Illica and G, Giacosa. The 
opera is intensely interesting, the melody 
is superb, while the wonderful orchestra- 
tion once heard can never be entirely fore 
gotten. 

Puccini’s fourth important Opera was 
‘Madam Butterfly.’’- The origin of the story 
by John Luther Long and of the play in 
which he collaborated with David Belasco 
was the tale of Pierre Loti’s ‘Madam 
Chrysantheme.”’ Composing this opera 
Puccini made use of some characteristical- 
ly Japanese melodies, but also quoted from 
“The Star-Spangled Banner’ during the 
first act. As a tours de force the music 


of this opera surpassed anything that 
Puccini had done before. As an _ artistic 
achievement, however, there was a divi- 


sion of opinion, despite the wonders of 
the orchestration and the advanced chare 
acter of the harmony.

Methods of Refinishing 
“The Old Friends’ 
in the Home 


O MAKE the decorated furniture 


that is so much in yogue at pres- 
ent, every vestige of the old 
finish must be removed. This 


may be done in two ways. If 
there is just a thin coating of 
varnish it may be sand-papered 
off, using first a coarse quality 
of sandpaper and then a finer 
Then with a soft cloth wipe off 
dust because 


number, 
every particle of grit and 
even a trace of this will mar the painted 
furniture. 


lf your furniture has the accumulated 
finishes of a number of amateur varnish- 
ings, polishings, etc., the best thing to do 
is to purchase a-can of good, reliable var- 
nish remover and follow directions found 
on the label. 

If there are any objectionable bits of 
carving on tops of old beds, dressers, ete., 
cut them off. Many dressers and chests 
have pulls of poorly executed carving. Re- 
move these and plug up any openings. 

We are now to paint. <A thin 
coat of white shellac makes a good -founda- 
tion, as subsequent coats of paint will 
Stick to this. As this rapidly, you 
cain prepare almost instantly for 7 first 
paint coat. If you have had no experi- 
ence in mixing paints I would staeest uS- 
ing a good brand of ready-mixed paint. 
Get the kind known as enamel undercoat- 
mg. This is a duil paint, consisting of 
white lead in linseed oil with a IMtle drier 
This should be matched as closely as pos- 
Sible the enamel you expect to use as final 
coating. Put this on with a medium-sized 
paint brush, following the grain of the 
wood and neatly overlapping your strokes. 
Do not put on much as this causes an- 
noving little ripples, particularly on the 
Straignt-standing sides of large pieces. 

Another feature of prime importance ts 
the selection and care of good brushes. 
Buy a vood brush, as nothing is more an- 
noving than one which sheds its whiskers 


all over the job. The life gf your brush 
may be proionged by soakity it for a tew 
minutes after using it in turpentine and 
then washing it with and hot water 
to which a bit of soda has been added.

A second coat exactly duplicating the first 
is now in order. After this is dried and 
sanded, examine the piece thoroughly.

to give it its third layer of undercoating, 
2s you cannot depend on the enamel to 
hide any defects. 

Select a good brand of

coating. Use even, mediuni-length strokes 
just overlapping and do not attempt to 
go over it while it is wet with little patch- 
ing dabs, as these are ruinous to. the 
smooth mirror-like effect. A light sanding Is 
again in order. You may then put on 
vour last layer of enamel.

When 
cool add one level teaspoon soda, dis- 
solved in as little water as possible and 
flour to roll, remembering that the dough 
stiffens more as it cools. Chill, roll very 
thin, crease and cut into oblongs, rounds 
or other shapes.

But most of us have to take houses as 
builders plan them for us. When we have 
an opportunity to build to suit ourselves 
we do not consider details as we should 
and often in the house that we have looked 
forward to as the realization of all our 
dreams in house planning, such details as 
the placing of the refrigerator are lost 
sight of. 

N placing your refrigerator remember 

that the cellar is a very poor place for 
it. If you have no place else for it, select 
a spot in the cellar where there is good 
ventilation. Don’t select a dark part of 
your cellar, believing that it will be the 
coolest place. It will also be damp an, 
this dampness will almost surely cause the 
box to warp. 

And remember this—if you cover your 
ice with cloth or newspaper you may mike 
the ice last a little longer, but you will keep 
it from making the rest of the refrigerator 
cold. To save the ice you may be letting 
your food spoil because of lack of proper 
refrigeration. 

Housewives used to have a strong preju- 
dice against placing the refrigerator in the 
kitchen. The old-fashioned, poorly con- 
structed refrigerator was to blame. It is 
still no doubt preferable to have a refrig- 
erator placed in a pantry or entry adjacent 
to the kitchen where the temperature is 
lower than is possible in a room where the 
cooking is done, but if you have no con- 
venient pantry or entry,, then buy a first- 
class refrigerator and keep it in the kitchen. 

Refrigerators should not be placed on an 
open porch where a continued condition of 
dampness prevails on rainy days. Expert- 
ments have shown that a really first-class 
refrigerator may be placed next to the stove 
in the kitchen and still maintain the proper 
Care 
should always be taken, however, to open 
the doors as seldom as possible. If pos- 
sible, never open the door of the ice com- 
partment save when refilling with ice. The 
compartment directly below the ice com- 
partment is cooler than those at the side, 
and here the milk and butter should be 
kept. 

T IS always poor economy to get along 

with the old-fashioned drip pan beneath 
the refrigerator that must be emptied once 
or twice a day. This work of emptying the 
pan is one of the pieces of labor that the 
wise housewife eliminates. When you have 
decided where to place your new retrig- 
erator send for the plumber and have him 
arrange the proper drain. Authorities tell 
us that care should be taken in having the 
drain run into the general waste system. 
There is possible danger of sewer gas. The 
food in your refrigerator may be tainted 
if not actually poisoned if this happens. 
There is no good reason why the drain 
should not be carried Out of the house and 
allowed to open on the ground. If you 
do this it is better to have the opening 
come at some distance from your house. 
Sometimes it opens beneath the back porch. 
lt this is your arrangement, arrange a bed 
of pebbles or stones where the drip comes 
and examine this frequently to see that a 
pool of water does not accumulte.

There Are Various 
Uses for Lemons 
in the Home 


N SOME households Jemons are 
never to be found save on those 
rare occasions when some one or 
Other has been definitely asked 
to afterngon tea and the prepara- 
tions have been made. . If some 
One just happened in at four or 
thereabouts and tea is served in 
Impromptu fashion, then the guesis have 
to take it clear or with cream. 

Now, honestly, every househoid would 
be better oft if lemons were a staple in the 
pantry. It is merely a matter of habit. 
With recent increased knowledge of 
the vitamins, we are beginning to realize 
why lemons have proved for centuries such 
a valuable preventive of scurvy. They are 
as rich in important vitamins as oranges, 
which we consider an almost daily necessity 
with young children. 

It you make a habit to use more lemon 
juice—and grated lemon rind, too—in your 
daily bill of fare you will be sure of giving 
your family just that much more vitamins. 

In making French dressing for salad, 
many persons prefer lemon juice to vine- 
gar, and to Some persons it is more whole- 
some. By ‘way of variety it is worth try- 
ing, especially when the dressing is to be 
used with a fish salad. A few drops of 
lemon juice add much even when vinegar 
is uSed and prepared mayonnaise is often 
improved by the addition of a little fresh 
lemon juice just before using. 

There are many excellent lemon des- 
Serts. Just run through your favorite cook 
book looking for them. Lemon jelly, lemon 
pie, lemon filling for cakes, lemon corn 
starch pudding, lemon egg pudding, lemon 
rice pudding, lemon tapioca, lemon pud- 
ding sauce, lemon ice, lemon ice cream, 
lemon tarts and lemon cookies will appear 
to you as more or less familiar desserts. 

You will find, too, that a large number 
of fruit desserts are improved by the addi- 
tion of a little lemon. Prune and fig des- 
Serts are among them and toward the-end 
of the season apples are very much im- 
proved if cooked with a little lemon. When 
you bake bananas, lemon juice prevents 
them from tasting insipid. Almost all made 
fish dishes call for lemons and broiled fish 
needs a garnish of lemon quarters.

How to Remedy Pose | 
Coffee 


There are several things that ought to 
be considered in remedying the fault of 
poor coffee before the price of the coffee. 
In fact, there are comparatively few per- 
sons who can tell the difference between 
a cup of very expensive coffee and a cup 
from less expensive product, providing it 
is perfectly made. 

One of the most usual reasons for poor 
coffee is the simple matter of a lack of 
Cleanliness. And this often occurs in 
households where perfect celanliness is 
cherished. Coffee pots need more than an 
ordinary washing. The metal of coffee pots 
become so affected by long use that spe- 
cial care is needed to make them sweet and 
free from taste. 

Electric percolators are often not as 
well cleaned as they might be because they 
cannot be put directly in a wishpan of soap 
and water. An excellent way to clean them 
IS tO Scour Out the inside with some sort 
Of Scouring soap. Then fill three-quarters 
full of warm water to which you have added 
about a tablespoon of powdered borax. 
Then connect the cord with the electric 
current and proceed as if you were mak- 
Ing coffee, allowing the water to boil 
through the coffee pot for five minutes 
Or more. Now pour this out, scald out 
with boiling water, dry thoroughly with a 
clean discloth, and set the opened pot in 
the air, with the sunshine beating down 
upon it. This is a good method to use in 
Cleaning any coffee pot and can be em- 
ployed tu advantage every three or four 
weeks. ‘

sort of pot you use. If it is too finels 
powdered it will make cloudy coffee save 
in pots where it is filtered through a fine 
cloth.

Anucther thing to remember is that cof- 
fee should be kept in a container that can 
be covered tight. The best plan is to buy 
your cotlee in the bean, grinding it fresh 
tur every day’s need.

returned from fishing trips didn’t bring us 
part of their catch—-then we might be able 
to stick to this week-at-a-iime schedule. 
But running a, home is not like running a 
cojlege dormitory, or an old lady’s home. 
The unexpected always occurs to knock 
one’s meal plans sky-high. Hf you can get 
through with ore day’s plans you are do- 
ing well. But what housew'fe would wish 
to have things otherwise?

many generations. 1 said that do not vote, 


often, as we are seldom kairin—-house- 
dwellers, and are always on the drom, but 
that a dozen of the boys had gone ‘over 
there’ and that,eight of them were buried 
there. My''own cousin, Lasho Lee, was 
killed at Vimy Ridge and: Arturo Rawle, of 
Ohio, is back without a leg and with a 
Croix de Guerre in its place. Arturo is a 
full Romany but he runs a livery stable in 
Akron and has married an Irish girl. 

“He does not forget the wardoes, though. 
In the spring, when the Baileys go through 
there he joins up and has the hfe of the 
drom for a few weeks. His wife, whose 
name is Mary Fagan, comes with him. Oh, 
but she was surprised when she found out 
that the Rawleys were as clean as her own 
mother. And since I am writing without 
signing my real name, I might as well say 
that we are cleaner. 

“For we would never think Of washing 


our table linen with the rest of the clothes, 


.as Mary started to do, and we could not 


think of eating common baker’s. bread, 
which.we are not sure comes from clean 
hands. We always make our Own bread 
and all our. pies and cakes and puddings 
and we do not like to eat butcher's meat 
because it has been handled so much. 
“Horforus, my father, in the winter, dries 
wild fowl and rabbits and chickens so that 
they will keep until spring and in the sum- 
mer we use fish and egys a great deal. 
“My chums in school used to be always 
asking me to teli their fortunes and I often 
did so, but of course, there was not the 
proper meaning to it.

moon, we are only fooling and all gorgios 
know that. if he or she is a fool and 
takes this seriously, we say among our- 
selves that that is just gorgio foolishness. 
Babalo and mieri dye have the real gift. 
They have often helped gorgios. Of course, 
no man ever dukkers. That would be un- 
thinkable. No man would ever try it, for 
even the men of the didikai, who have 
not been brought up to respect the wisdom 
of women, will not attempt to interfere in 
what is sacred. 


“As 1 have gone to the gorgio schools 
and have many friends among the gorgios, 
I have often been asked what we Romanys 
really think of the gorgios. 1 can say that 
gorgio boys are indeed very distasteful to 
Romany chies. Our chals are taught that 
they must not be bold and that in tan and 
wardo and in all family affairs it is the 
woman whose word must be the finish. 
When I was going to high there was a man 
who lived near us who wished to marry me, 
but I said that I could never take such a 
bold and immodest man for my husband 
and when he was surprised I explained that 
none of our chals would have snatched ° 
chie into his arms, as he had done, and 
no true Romany rye would do that even to 
his wife. 


“He would wait until her eyes made him 
welcome. He said that if a man waited 
for that he would wait quite a while, per- 


haps, and I said indeed *- might: that a 


Romany chie is never in a hurry and that 


she knew that a chal must be trained to 
patience and obedience. He was very angry 
and said that he would wait for no woman 
and that he would let me know that when 
he married he would be master in his own 
house. 


“= H, how fortunate ! was to hear such 

words before 1 had really allowed 
myself to care for that gorgio chal. Mieri 
dye had warned me that all the gorgio men 
are bold and immodest and that they have 
no obedience in their hearts, but you see, 
nothing teaches like experience. Since that 
time, knowing that the gorgio men are not 
trained to reverence and obedience, 1] de 
not speak much with them. 1 cannot imag- 
ine what the gorgio women can be think- 
ing of, not to give their men better train- 
ing. Babalo and mieri dye take our chals 
in hand when they are not 
eight.

“When I was in high § was asked by a 
chum of mine to join the suffrage party 
and 1 was greatly astonished to find that 
that was a party to free women. When 1 
learned how gorgio women 'are really sit- 
uated | was astonished and grieved. 1 
could not believe that there were ever 
‘women who could have so disposed of their 
natural rights, and to have put themselves 
in such a false position. Here in America 
i had been taught that the laws were made 
for all and I had not realized that the gorgio 
women, who look so free, are under such a 
bondage that it is hard to believe that It 
exists. 

“It is very hard for me to express my- 
self, for with our people it is the mothers 
who rule, and for a man to be a ruler, in 
any sense, is shocking. How is it possible 
for men to rule wisely? Is any father as 
Even our old men still 
fight and drink and boast: even my father 


wise aS a mother? 


Horforus sometimes behaves in sucha way 
that mier) dye must shake her head at him. 
But does he have to shake his head at her? 
impossiblet As for Babalo, she rules us ail, 
and most of all the boys and the men, which 
is right and proper. 

“In a Romany family, it Is the wife and 
mother who holds the property? How 
could it be otherwise? A man has no dis- 


cretion and his judgment is not good My 


mother and grandmother have the deeds 
of the property that we own and in time 
most of it will come to me. Pyramous will 
have some, of course, but | will handle it 
for him and will look after him and help 
him as long as 1 am alive. Babalo’s broth- 
er comes now, though he is avery old man, 
to have her settle what lands he shall sell. 


“FESHERE is something else, also, that 1 do 


not understand, about gorgio life, and 


that is that the women seem so very in- ° 


different to their husbamds and sons. All 
Romany chies are taught that the chals 
need the love of their mothers, their sis- 
ters znd afterward of their wives, in a way 
that the wives and mothers and sisters do 
not need their love, and, of course, the 
chals know that, toa. 

“So, besides learning to use good judg 
ment, so that we may properly advise the 
men, aud besides learning to meet the 
gorgio world—-for no Romany man is en- 
couraged to do this—we are also tauglit 
that lovingness is one of the things which 
we must éupply the men of the family 
with. My father, Horforus, is fond of 
Pyramous of, course, but if 1 should fail 
to kiss him in the morning and to pet him 
many times in the course ofeach day he 
would be sick. 


“But gorgio women speak to men as if 
they did not care for them, at all. In 
the houses of my school chums | have heard 
women speak to their husbands as if they 


were some Stray cat that should not come 


into the house. Mieri dye has ever the 


sweet voice and the tender look for Hor- 
forus and we children have always to stand 
aside when he wishes to be with her. That 
is another thing that 1 never have under- 
stood, for I have seen that gorgio women 
waste kisses and sometimes the whole day 
on little new babies and ®very one knows 
that what they need is to be let alone, not 
even touched very much until they area 
year old. Besides, they know nothing and 
to see a woman neglect her love man for 
a little baby seems so irrational. 

“Babalo says that this is because the gor. 
gio women, not having any of a woman's 
real rights, do this to take revenge on the 
men. 1 do not know, and I have never 
felt that | knew any of my chums inti- 
mately enough to discuss this with them 


“"W E Romanys are not ashamed to show 
that we love and I have never heard 
any one making jokes about this, as 1 often 


have in your world. I goto the motion pic- 


tures sometimes and*it is there that 1 notice 
it the most, There they often laugh.when 
there is the picture of two lovers kissing. 
Oh, oh, that is something that makes me 
blush and feel so ashamed.. The men and 
boys, | am sorry to Say are the worst, and 
this is so unseemly that I can hardly endure 


to remain there. 

“If one of our chals were to laugh at 
any form of affection he would be sent 
to the chals wagon for days and every day 
Babalo would reprove him, until he was 
ail but driven crazy with shame. Nk is 
by judging of things like this that I know 
that the gorgio women have, indeed, none 
of the power to control their men that 
they should have.

am interested in all this, for 1 was 
born fa this country and 1 feel that it is 
mine. Mieri dye understands the gorgio 
world, but she does not like it. As for 
Rabalo she cannot speak much of anything 
but the Romany jib, and she still dresses 
» the clothes that our people have al 


ways worn Mieri dye also wears some 


of this when we are at home, but she Jikes 


to have a long, black cloak to wear when 


we go Shopping in the town. 


My father, Horforus, gets along with the 
gOrgio men very well, but of course my 
mother does not wish that he should asso- 
ciate with them too much.

“Once my father returned from a horse 
racing and instead of kissing my mother’s 
hand and her forehead, he hugged her and 
kissed her in a rough fashion and for that 
She did not speak to him for seven days. 
That almost broke his heart and he was 
careful never to bring to us again any of 
the rough ways that he saw out in the 
world. dich 

“Now that ! have had the gorgio school- 
ing, two more families are to travel with 


us for the next two years, while I teach 
the children. 1! know that 1 shall enjoy 


it, for I love books. That most puro set 


of libros, the works of William Shakespeare, 
in twenty volumes, with Glossary, are al- 
ways with me, and 1 try to digest the sol- 
emn thoughts that I find there. It has 
shocked me very much to read the life 
history of this great man, but I am deter- 
mined not to think of that, for it would 
seem that all gorgio men, even the won- 
derful ones, are evil in their lives, no mat- 
ter what words of wisdom they may give.
